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The  health  of  the  community  has  been  good.  Apart  from  Measles, 
the  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Dsieases  has  been  extremely 
low.  Only  10  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Council^  although  the 
waiting  list  for  families  requiring  housing  accommodation  is 
approximately  279.

Water  Supples. 

Since  the  last  Report  there  has  been  very  little  change  in 
the  water  supply  to  the  Borough.  The  Water  Works  Company  were 
obliged  to  shut  off  supplies  at  night  from  26th.  July,  - 12th.  August, 
because  of  inability  to  store  sufficient  water  in  their  reservoir 
owing  to  several  large  leakages  in  the  mains_.  Shortage  was  also 
experienced  in  the  new  housing  estate  at  Skilling  and  this  was  only 
put  right  by _ The  Water  Works  Company  laying  a new  6”  and  7”  main 
from  South  Street  up  Brewery  Hill  to  the  estate  and  linking  up 
with  the  existing  supply  main. 

At  the  end  of_  the  year  the  Council  v;ere  invited  to  send 
representatives  to' a meeting  called  by  the  Bridport  R.D. C.  and 
to  which  representatives  from  the  other  Local  Authorities  in 
West  Dorset,  the  County  Council,  Ministry' of  Housing  and  Local 
Government',  The  Bridport  Water  Works  Company  and  Lyme  Regis  Water 
Works  Company  v/ere  also  invited.  This  meeting  was  suggested  by 
the  Ministry  a.fter  meeting  a deputa.tion  from  the  R,  D.  C.  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  water  supply  scheme  in  the  Rural 
District  and  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  water  supplies 
present  and  future  in  West  Dorset  and  how  best  to  co-ordinate 
these. 

Approximately  100  houses  talce  their  water  from  outside  taps. 


3 samples  of  mains  water  were  talcen  for  bacteriological 
analyses,  and  all. were  satisfactory.

Drainane  and  Sewerage. 


As  stated  in  previous  Reports,  the  East  Beach  is  grossly 
polluted  with  sewage  from  the  Outfall  situated  in  the  middle 
of__this  Beach  and  through  which  all  sev7a.ge  from  the  Borough  and 
parts  of  the  a,d joining  Rural  District  empties  untreated  into  the 
sea. 

The  problem  of  discha^rging  sewp.ge  on  the  East  Baech  has  been 
discussed  yea.r  after  year  by  the  Council  and  schemes  have  been 
produced  by  their  Consultants  to  abate  the  nuisance  only  to  be 
turned  dovjn  mpdnly  on  account  of  financip„l  cost.  During  the  year, 
the  Council  were_  informed  that  the  Ministry  v/ould  pgreo- 1'^-  loan 
sanction  for  an  extension  of  -bhe  Cutfall  by  20  feet,  i’ns'tallp.tion 
of  a storm  pump  and  enlargement  of  the  storm  overflow  wblr,.  but 
not  including  p,  Comminutor  as  the  Ministry  considered  that  this 
would  add  to  the  dpngcr.  In  October,  the  Council  agreed  to  obtain 
tenders  for  this  scheme  so  that  further  consideration  could  be 
given. 
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In  December,  the  Council  agreed  that  application  be ^ made  for 
sanction  to  borrotr  for  the  installation  of  an  18"  server  in  St. 

Andr07/'s  Road  from  Bridport  Laundr^^’  to  East  Hoad,  and  that  the 
Dridport  R,  D,  C.  be  requested  to  increase  the  contribution  v/hich  they 
had  promised  tov/ards  the  cost. 

590  feet  of  4"  new  drains  to  Council  Houses  and  other  works  and 
1775  feet  of  new  drains  to  Private  Buildings,  v/erc  installed  during 
the  year. 

Rivers. 

Ho  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  rivers  Brit,  Asker  o^nd 
Siraene  during  their  course  through  the  Borough. 

Public  Ole  sensing. 

3 men  a,rc., employed  full-time,  and  2 men  part-time  with  two 
lorries  in  refuse  collection. "S' he  refuse  is  tipped  on  a site  at 
Bothenharptonwhero  a man  is  employed  to  keep  the  tip  tidy  and  recover 
metal  salvage. 

A total  of  195*^  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  from  approximately 
2,790  dustbins.  During  the  year,  3^  tons  of  paper  and  I3-I  tons  of 
miscellaneous  salvage  were  collected  and  sold;  all  tins  are  tipped 
on  tlie  refuse  disposal  site. 

Street  cleaning  wc^  carried  out  by  3 full-time  sweepers  vdth 
street  orderly  carts,  and  a totaJ  of  6 miles  Y/ere  SY/ept  daily; 

1 mile  three  times  weekly;  2 miles  tYdce  weekly  and  3 miles  onoe 
weekly.

There  is  one  Pet  Shop  in  the  district  which  has^  been  inspected 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory  for  the  keeping  of  bird's  and  fish.

The  Rodent  Operator  (part-time)  paid  426  visits  to  inspect 
the  folloY\ring  premises  for  rats  or  mice  and  taking  appropriate 
action  where  necessary.

Test  baXting  was  cp.rried  out  on  the  s’evirers  in  the  .'Town  end 
West  Bay^Tjhioh  were  found  doverely  infested.  4 sewer  treatments  were 
carried  out  with  excellent  results,  the  estimated  minimum  kill 
being  approximately  600  rats.  It  is  significant  that  there  has  been 
a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  surface 
infestations  following  the  sewer  treatments. 

Caiiping  Sites. 

Apart  from  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the 
main  site  is  at  West  Ba,y  and  is  ovmed  by  the  Coiincil  who  employ 
a full-time  Supervisor  and  two  men  during  the  camping  season  which 
lasts  from  1st.  April,  - 30th,  September.  Walter  is  supplied  to 
various  standpipes  near  which  are  concrete  tanks  for  the  reception 
of  foul  water  and  which  are  emptied  regularly  by  a tank  emptier. 
There  are  wa.ter  closets,  hot  and  cold  showers,  and  facilities  for 
gan  cooXing.  A daily  collection  of  refuse  from  covered  metal 
receptacles  scattered  through  the  camp  field. is  made  during  August 
and  three  times  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  No  caravans 
are  allowed  to  remain  on  the  site  a.fter  30th.  September. 

There  v;ere  accommoda.ted  during  the  seanon  approxima.tely  9>578 
persons,  with  669  caravans,  1,095  cans,  l,28l  tents  and  228  motor- 
cycles; 203  beds  anc  111  chairs  were  loaned  out  to  the  ca^mpers.

These  are  re{L:iilarly  inspected.  All  have  water  closets,  piped 
water  and  washing  facilities.  AH  are  supplied  daily  ?/ith  Pasteurised 
milk. 


Flood  Relief. 


On  the  l8thc  July,  approximately  7"  rain  fell  in  the  area, 
causing  severe  flooding  conditions  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
three  rivers,  including  the  camp  site  at  West  Bay.  Temporary 
accommodation^ together  vdth  bedding, food  and  clothing,  were  provided 
by  the  T7.  V.  3.  and  other  helpers,  and  rest  centres  were  opened  at 
the  Church  in  Vifcst  Bay  e.nd  the  Kethodist  school  room  in  the  Town, 
and  facilities  were  provided  by  the  Council  for  drying  out  the 
flooded  houses.  The  Council’s  employees  were  fully  taxed  in  clearing 
the  debris  and  mud  left  by  the  flood.  A flood  relief  fund  v/as  set 
up  and  administered  jointly  by  the  Mayor  of  Bridport  and  the  Chairman 
of  Bridport  R,  D.C, . 


INSPECTIQ]^  AND  SUPERVI.SI  ON  OF  FOOD, 


Slaughter  House, 


There  is  one  Slaughter  House  in  the  area,  the  building  being 
o\7ned  by  the  Council  and  leased  to  the  Bridport  ajnd  West  Dorset 
Butchers  Association  for  slaughtering  purposes.  Improvements 
introduced  during  the  year  were  the  provision  of  adequate  washing 
facilities,  a constant  supply  of  hot  water,  some  general  repairs, 
and  arrangements  for  the  regular  and  frequent  removal  of  manure 
and  refuse.  Nevertheless,  the  Slaughter  House  is  an  out-of.-date 
building  arid  is  incapable  of  being  brought  up  to  standards  of 
hygiene  required  at  the  present  day.,  and  in  addition,  is"  sited  in 
the  middle  of  the  Council's  nev/  housing  estate.  Consequently 
the  Council  arc  very  desirous  of  having  this  Slaughter  House 
closed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sc?.nitary  and  Food 
Inspector. 

Cysticcrcus  Bovis. 

Five  cases  were  found  by  the  Meat  Inspector.  In  four, 
the  infection  wa.s  located  in  the  head  only,  and  one^  in  the 
heart  only.  Three  of  the  carcanes  v/ere  removed  to  cold  store 
for  21  days  and  then  released  for  retail.  Tvro  carcases  belonging 
to  one  owner  were  condemned  because  of  the  refusal  of  the  OTrner 
to  send  them  to  the  cold  store. 
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Carcases  and  Offal  inspected  ELnd  condemned  in  whole  or  in  part.

Mr.  Overy,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  on  20th.  August  reported, 

"It  has  not  been  possible  in  the  time  at  ray  disposal,  to  survey  all 
the  houses  in  the  Borough  in  detail.  Application  was  made  to  the 
Minister  for  an  extension  of  the  tirae  for  submitting  the  proposals 
but  this  was  refused  on  the  grounds  that  a broad  estimate  only,  was 
required.  I have  therefore  completed  a general  survey  of  the  whole 
Borough  and  estimate  that  350  houses  are  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  suitable  for  action  under  Section  25,  Housing  Act,  193^ > and 
25  houses  for  action  under  Section  11,  Housing  Act,  1950,  a total 
of  375  house’s.  I vrauld  emphasize  that  this  is  a broad  estimate  only 
and  will  require  amendment  as  the  detailed  survey  proceeds. 

The  problem  is  further  complicated  by  the  peculiar  situation 
of  the  unfit  houses, Most  Authorities  have  their  slum  property 
concentrated  in  one  or  more  areas,  whereas  in  the  Borough  due  to 
its  age  and  itsunusual  lay-out  (influenced  by  the  Rope  Industry 
in  the  past)  the  unfit  houses  are  scattered  evenly  throughout  the 
older  portion  of  the  Town.  To  demolish  just  those  houses  that  are 
unfit,  will  not  therefore  provide  cleared  areas  of  convenient  shape 
and  dimensions  suitable  for  good  development  and  in  ray  opinion,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  purchase  other  buildings  and  land  adjacent  to 
those  areas  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  space  for  redevelopment. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  lying  behind_  the  main  streets  of 
the  Town  much__wasted  land  which  if  cleared  and  properly  rodevolcped 
will  provide  space  for  as  many,  and  in  some  oases  probably  more, 
new  houses  than  those  demolished."

OTHER  DISEASES. 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  was  very 
low  indeed,  apart  from  Measles  377  cases  of  which  were  notified. 

On  the  whole,  the  disease  was  nOt  of  a very  severe  type.  Most  of 
the  cases  occurred  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Head  Teachers, 
and  School  Nurses  regarding  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  in 
schools.  The  following  cases  were  notified  by  the  Head  Teachers; 
Chicken  Pox  I3,  Mumps  128,  Measles  I78,  Ringwom  4>  Serman  Measles  1, 
Impetigo  2. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County  Council. 

When  not  performed  by  the  child's  own  Doctor,  immunisation  is  given 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre.
